Worm with varied appetite—the to- 


mato fruit worm. It goes through the 
garden and "makes his own succotash"; 
he goes through the patch and picks 
out a bill ot fare as choice as it he 
were seated at a swell hotel table.' This 
insect eats into the ears of sweet(porn, 
the pods of beaiut, and then for desert 
It 
nibbles 
at 
pumpkins, 
squashes, 


melons, peppers, and a few other vege- 
tables. 
Perhaps that is why It Is so 


difficult to handle on tomatoes. 
It is 


very destructive to tomatoes 
at .the 


present time. 
H eats into the tomalo 


fruits as they ripen, thus Injuring them. 
Those worms may be hand picked if not 
many are present, but thla requires a 
great deal of time and labor. Otherwise 
the- best thine to do is to spray the 
plants every two weeks during- the sea- 
son with araenate of lead, using one 
ounca of the powder form or two unces 
of the paste in six quarts of water or 
Bordeaux mixture. 
The tomato fruit 


worm la nearly an Inch long and comes 
In various shades ot green, pink or 
purple with blaak stripes running from 
head to tall. 
If sweet corn Is near 


tomatoes it will attack the corn first 
and tho tomatoes will be quite 
free 


from it 
The big tomato horn worm la - 


the color of a tomato stem and when 
not feeding assumes a stiff erect posi- 
tion so It readily passes for a part of 
the tomato plant. It is nearly a couple . 
of Inches long and twice- as thick as ft, 
lead pencil. These do not usually come 
in large numbers, so are easily hand 
picked -and 
killed. 
Hand picklnjr is 


more satisfactory 
than spraying. 
To- 


.nmto plants, however, need spraying for 
various diseases and arsenato of lead 
should be adtlcd .iotake care of all of

leaf-eating '' £"S^- 
The

jumping tlea beetle sJv.Etimes attacks 
tomatoes. Arsenale of lead sprayed on 
tho plants will kill at'lea-st part of the 
beetles and Borbcaux mixture or. lime 
sprayed on will u-nd lo keep ihu bal- 
ance of them away.

If plants wilt without nny apparent 


cause they are either suffering from a 
wilt disease, for which there is no 
cure, or are attacked by borers nonr 
the roots or perhaps they need water. 
If you decide it Is tho wilt, pull up and 
burn the plants without letting them 
touch healthy plants. 
If there's a. spot-' 


ting of the leaves, stems or fruit, then 
the disease Is likely one that cun be 
controlled and perhaps cured with Bor- 
deaux mixture. 
Remember that If you 


have a diseased plant this year and 
allow It lo stay In the garden or com- 
post heap over winter, it is more than 
likely to spread the disease next year. 
The lesson 
from 
this Is to practice 


garden 
sanitation, keep 
tho garden 


clean and burn all diseased refuse. 


QUANTITIES OF WORMY APPLES.

Tumultuous Story of Paris 


Life is-First 'Novel of 
New Writer, Done in 
Cubist Fashion. 


As out of a confused mass of color 


and lines one is asked to absorb an 
impression from a cubist picture so 
\VyviUhiirn L*wio -wilh Blylu swirls 
and unconventional tricks of con- 
struction and punctuation invites one 
with his distinctly original novel of 
Paris life, "Tarr." 
It will be fair 


after reading the book to make use 
of the popular habit, of the "newer" 
galleries, that of summing the reac- 
tions in one word or phrase, and the 
experiment, if tried with a number 
of readers, would afford interest and, 
perhaps, amusement. 
The words 


that come to me are "stodgy droll," 
and they are words born of the book. 


Superficially one Is impressed with 


the unusual metaphors and is imp- 
elled to study them critically, ques- 
tioning many and admiring as many 
more and this, with the constant ap- 
pearance of unexpected words, occa- 
sions something like a mental debate 
with the author. But Tarr is not mere- 
ly an exposition of a new writer's Idea 
o"f style. One realizes that Lewis has 
applied his ideas of painting, and 
he is an artist and critic, to writing, 
that he works deliberately to force 
one out of the easy and casual habit 
of reading and would smear his story 
boldly. 
Success in seeing the pic- 


ture, or sensing it, depends upon each 
reader. 
As for the story, it is one of vol- 


canic emotions, of cigarette smoke, 
wine; and of artist life In Paris. As 
might be expected sex Is emphasized, 
conventions are Ignored, and motives 
and Intricate 
mind processes are 


elaborated. When one learns to fol- 
low the style he finds much for won- 
derment There is a story here that 
is bursting to be told and there is 
a writer, here, who hag held that 
story so long that, in their .final lib- 
eration, the words pile over them- 
selves In eagerness for placement 
There are big spots In the story of 
Tarr and Bertha, chapters In -which 
the author steps back and seems to 
view tho whole of their stories as a 
monstrous jest, there are admirable 
phrases, and there are noteworthy 
.bits of character analysis. But Tarr 
is a poor piece of clad and his treat- 
mont of the unappealing Bertha Is 
scarcely more than contemptible. In 
Kreisler there Is pictured, a Ger- 
man who represents the 
type of 


those upon whom we are making 
war. 
It may be said that the book 


was written eight years ago and that 
the author had no 
intention of 


seeking popularity by choosing as his 
villain an enemy of his country.' A 
sotted braggart and vain sensualist, 
Kreisler takes much of the story a-nd 
as, the characters go, it Is he who 
leaves the most lasting Impression. ' 


Examples of the style may be 


picked at random: 


"Her 
mouth felt some 
distance 


from her brain. Her voice stood on 
tiptoe like a dwarf to sp«ak." ' 


"Bertha always opposed Tarr's 


images her Teutonic lyricism." 


"A blurting-, hurrying personality 


rushed right up Into his face. 
It 


was like the sightless clammy charg- 
ing of a bat 
More eloquent regions 


had ambushed him." - 


One knows that the long-haired 


man who drinks red wine and poses 
In a Bohemian restaurant will sj; 
that this story is one of real life 
and that his antithesis will say that 
It Is Indecent. Certain it Is that the 
presence of many profane words 
scarcely disguised by tricks of spell- 
ing, and of the spade called by Its 
name, will fortify the latter class In 
Us conviction. 


To read the book Is to go slumming

of three rooms, 
When the visitor 


told her who irh* -was, she was gra- 
clousness Itself ana talked proudly 
of her only boy, who had rone to 
the 
war. 


In tho course of the visit It de- 


veloped that, (he mother had only 
ten 
cents in her possession, but 


when tho visitor told her "she had 
come to lend her some money she 
answered, "By I do >not need 
any- 


thing, my son Is going to send mo 
an allotment." Then the visitor had 
to tell her that It might be three 
months before tho allotment •would 
begin to come to her. 


Her fright and desolation waa pit- 


iful to see, and it was aome time 
before

make her understand that the Ked 
Cross had sent her Just to tide her 
over that interim, the time between 
her boys going away for hla coun- 
try and the time the country would 
send her tho allowance. 


Tho reward came to tha 'young 


girl, when as she waa leaving tho 
mother said to her, with brimming 
eyes, "I think you must have oomo 
straight from heaven—who makes 
people like tho Red Cross?"

nent monument In memory of Monte 
trappa, the heroic defense of which by 
tho Italians during the German offensive 
of last fall and the Austrian one of 
this spring, has converted It Into a 
veritable Verdun for the Italian front, 
has jiiat been Inaugurated hero. 


The Idea of tho monument as well as 


the work necessary for Its execution and 
erection was that of tho committee for 
Action of tho Mutilated, Wounded and 
Disabled Soldiers of the War. 


The monument Is ono of the simplest 


and most Impressive In tha world. 
It consists only of a gigantic rock 


which was torn loose from ono of tho 
bloodiest sides of Monte Grappa by'the 
explosion of a mine. It crashed to the 
valley below, where It crushed every- 
thing that camo In its path and from 
thefo H was later transported to Milan 
to become a monument. 


It was left unchlseled, except for the
